figures only relate to averages, 


and there is a considerable dis- 
parity between tho relative in- 
creases not only in different indus- 
tries, but also among the various 
classes of workers within those 
industries, while the wages again 
vary in different.districts. Io some 
cases, wo are told, the increases 
in full-time ‘weekly rates at the 
end of . September last are 
equivalent to little more’ than 20 
per cent. above pré-war rates, 
while in others as much as 120 or 
130 per cant, or even more, is 
being received. These inequal- 
ities are bad, and the workers in 
certain competitive export trades 
ara being especially bit by the 
reductions. The relative re- 
runeration of all workera needs 
placing on a more equitable basis, 
for, necessary as ‘reductions are 
if our trade is to revive, it ix bad 
that there shonld be these dis- 
parities, which only serve to 
increase atrife and dissension ia 
the ranks of. the
